14. (Currently Amended) Grinding wheel according to claim 2 8, wherein the 
sand paper hems are fastened in a radial groove in the surface of the grinding wheel and 
the support brushes are fastened in holes in the surface of the grinding wheel. 

15. (Currently Amended) Grinding wheel according to claim 4 Z wherein in order 
to ensure that the sand paper items cannot be flung out of the groove, the surface of the 
grinding wheel is designed with a locking means.
